tho head of the Government .should be 
more conversant than other individuals 
in the Province. The important que.'j- 

■' ' tions pending between the Province 
and Canada will, in all probability, hc- 

., fore long be brought under discussion 
in the Hou.se of Commons, and it is 
important that Mr. Walkem, as dcle- 

■ gate, should bo present to watch 
the case for his Government. 
One of the matters now engross- 
ing the attention of Sir Jon's A. 
Macdonald is, of course, the Tariff 
, ■ Bill, and it is of great moment iSIr. 
Walkem should be on liand to see that 
British Columbia's peculiar position 
ha^ not escaped, the careful considera- 
tion of tlie'franiers of the measure. It 
is impossible for tlie people of the 
Eastern Pvovinces to thoroughly con.- 
prehend the nature of the tariff re- 
quired by this Province unless some 
one possessed of the knowledge be sent 
from this side of the mountains to im- 
part the necessary information. By 
- reference to recent Eastern journals we 

" find that every Province has its dele- 
gate at the Cai)ital, and British Colum- 
bia .should hasten to be also represent- 
ed. We trust before the expiration of 
many dajs to hear of Mr. Walkeh's 
departure for Ottawa, and to learn 
that on his arrival there he will be 
found exercising his functions with 
;• success. 

RUSSIA AND JAPAiV. 



Russia is suspected by tho Japanese 
o£ harbouring designs upon the island 
of Yesso. This island is the northern- 
most of tho Japanese group, and has 
never been as thoroughly identified 
with Japan as tho other portions of the 
Empire. It ia situated about two 
.hundred miles east of the southern por- 
tion of the maritime Provinces of 
Asiatic Bussia, being north of Niphon, 
the principal island of Japaui .and 
south-east of Saghalien. Yesso is about 
the size of England and Wales together, 
is not so thickly populated as the re- 
mainder of the Empire, and has but 
one city, Mntsmai, of wliich the popula- 
. tion exceeds 50,000. Matsmai has a 
splendid harbor, which is just the 
thing the "Russians stand in need of for 
their North Pacific squadron. It ap- 
pears that Yesso was not formally an- 
nexed to Japan, but was only treated 
as a dependency, until tlie aggressions 
of the Russians in that part of the 
■vforld, ^nd especially their absorption 
of the Kurile Archipelago

HkS. Lockyor Finds tho PMlosop^xor'o 
Stone. 



Mr. Norman Lockyor has realized 
the alchemist's dream, the transmuta- 
tion of metals. In the presence of a ! 
snmll party of scientific men, Mr. ; 
Lockyer, by the aid of a very powerful 
voltaic current, volatilized copper with 
a glass tube, dissolved the" deposit form- 
ed within the tube in hydrochloric acid 
and then showed, by means of tho 
spectroscope, that the solution contain- 
ed no longer copper, but another metal | 
calcium, the base of ordinary lime. The 
experiment was i-epeated with other 
metals and with corresponding results. 
Nickel was thus changed into cobalt, 
and calcium into strontium. All tliese 
bodies, as is well known, have ever 
been regarded as elementary — tliat i.s, 
as incapable of being resolved into any 
components, or of being changed into 
one another. It is on this basis that 
all modern chemistry is founded, and 
should Mr. Lockyer's discovery boar 
the test of further trial, our entire 
system of chemistry will rerjuiro re- 
vision. The future possibility of tho 
discovery it is dillicult to limit. The 
great object of the old alchemists was,

was set dowi; for trial on the 28th iiist. 
In support of tho cojivictiua counsel ox- 
' amined tho respondent, wlio was the only 
witness heard in tho Police Court. She 
appeared to have a bad memory niid from 
her toatimo'iy it is diflicult to ti.\ a parti- 
cular time .and place when and whore the 
ftllegod ofTence Jiad been committed. Tho 
Police Alagistrate has omitted to state in 
his conviction tlto partioular time and 
place when and tlio offence was commit- 
ted. Uncoi'tainty in thoao jiarticulars 
vitiates iv conviction. Besides there is no 
evidence that tho ajjpollant tloe.snotinain- 
tain /itinsi'l/, wliich, under "tho Vagrant 
Act, tlicro .sluiuld be, in order to make 
tho offence charged coitiplote. Thoro are 
great powers of amendment given to the 
Court of Appeal ; b"t tho Vagrant Act is 
a penal statute and penal acts should bo 
construed strictly. It appears by tho evi- 
dence that the appellant has a farm upon 
which ho works, also that bo possesses 
means to ni,iintain himself and family, 
he therefore cannot be convicted as a va- 
graait^ • 

Counsel for the appellant contends that 
tho 32, 33 Vic. , c. 20, sec. 25 is tlio pro- 
per statute under which the question at 
issue should bo tested, and .some of the 
observations of tho learned Judge in tho 
case of Regina w. Niisuiith add weight to 
the suggestion. His Honor then gave 
judgment in favor of tho appellant and 
ordered tho conviction to be quashed, tho 
parties to the su'.t to pay their own costs.

The Et'.ho says that the now Scotch 
Marriage Act, just come into force, 
practically destroys tho Church of Scot- 
land m a marrying institution. No 
man or woman north of the Tweed can 
reason.ibly complain that tho law 
places obstacles in tho way of legal and 
regular marriage. There is still a re- 
sidence qiialificatioD, though reduced 
from six weeks to two, hut the other 
essentials aro few and simple. The 
bridegroom, on furnishing tho registrar 
of the district with a marriage notice, 
hands over at tho same time cighteen- 
pence. After the notice has been on 
view at tho registrar's office a weok the 
bridegroom obtains, on payment of an- 
other shilling, a "certificate of procla- 
mation," and, with this in his pocket, 
he can go straight with his bride and 
get married by the nearest clergyman. 
The now Act does not aflect the pre- 
viously existing arrangements, which, 
however, are no longer comjiulsor^'. 
Dissenters, as a rule, will probably 
marry under tho new Act, as it re- 
moves all necessity for tho presence in 
any form, of Church intluencc. 

Tho Board of Inland Revenue made 
special annual allowance to certuin 
officers and supervisors towards the cost 
of keeping a horse. Several of tho 
young riding officers who aro bicyclists 
have petitioned tho Board that they 
may use a machine instead of a liorso, 
and at tho same time receivo the allow- 
ance. The Board have in several cases 
acceded to tho applications where tho 
collectors have reported, that it may bo 
done without detriment to the service. 

At tho Loicestershiro Quarter Ses- 
sions lately thirteen men eamo ;ip 
for scntenco for engaging in a .glove 
fight at Aylostonp, near Leicester. The 
defendants wcro convicted at the last 
sessions, but sentence was reserved in 
order that tho case might be submitted 
to tiio Court of Appeal. Tho higher 
court held that the defendants had been 
rightly convicted of engaging in a prize 
tight and fighting a f)itchcd battle with- 
in the meaning of the Act. 

The great sugar refinery at Counter- 
kHI), Bristol, lately under the direction 
of Messrs. Finzel Sc Co., wliich gave 
employment to nearly 2,000 workmon, 
has just resumod practical oj)orations, 
after being closed about two ycar.s. A 
considerable number of workipen havo 
been employed, and already thedwtrict 
is assuming groat activity. The' "direc- 
tion of tho enterprise is vested in a 
limited company, and several cargoes 
of colonial sugar havo arrived. 

The death is niinouncod of iMr. Hen- 
ry Corbet, for many years editor of the 
Mark Lane Express, from which journ- 
al he was compelled to retire on ac- 
count of ill health a few years back, 
when he was presented with a testi- 
monial by those with whom ho had 
been long associated in connection with 
tho agricultural interest. 

In conse(|uence of repeatod cases of 
lead poi.soning haying occurred amongst 
workmen employed m the double bot- 
toms of .ships and other confined spaces 
at Portsmouth dockyard, an oi'der has 
been issued for tho pariodical medical 
cxaminatioji of tho men. Experiments 
are also being made at Portsmouth 
with leadle.ss paint. 

The Manchester Guardian'a special 
London correspondent telegraphs to 
that journal: — There is a general dis- 
position to believe that the new year 
has brought with it better prospects 
for trade and finance than the com- 
mercial world has dared to hope for 
during the past six or eight month.s. 
True, they are as yet nothing more 
than pro.spccts; but it is so far satis- 
factory that men's mjnds firo joss dis- 
spiritcd than they have been of lato, 
and there is a tendency to push bu.si- 
noss in wliatever direction is most open 
to capital and energy. 

The formation of -a now bank, to be 
called tlio Bristol and West of England 
Bank (Limited), is announced. The 
capital will be .£1,000,000, in shares of 
£20 each, and the first issue will con- 
.si.st of 15,000 share.s. The Mayor of 
Bristol is at the liead of tho jirovisional 
coiiimittee. The company is formed to 
acquire the most desirable portion of 
thn business of the late West of Eng- 
land Bank, and the new bank will 
have its headquarters in Bristol, and 
will havo branches at Bath, Bridge- 
water, Cardiff, Exeter, Gloucester, 
Kingsbridgo, Newport, Pontypoo), 
Swansea, Taunton and Torquay. The 
new features are limited liability, an 
efficient audit, special arrangement as 
to reserve fund, and no director to be 
allowotl an overdrawn account.

Paris, Jan, 30 — At Tuesday's Coun- 
cil, Grevy, Minister of war, submitted 
his list to tlie President, Grcvy's de- 
croo dealt with the nino generals.

Political categories must not 
bo created in tho army. I would pre- 
fer to resign. i\Iy children would not 
forgive me for such an act. I cannot, 
where the army is concerned, for which 
I am responsible before tho nation, 
obey in.junctions of newspa]iers like 
these," and the Marshal showed two 
Republican newspapers which for some 
days back have been publishing lists of 
oflicers classed in political categories. 
Tho Ministers said nothingj -for after 
hearing this it was difficult to form an 
immediate resolution.v The Council ac- 
cordingly adjourned. 

Veilsailles, Jan. — Tho two cham- 
bers wore oponed by M. Martel, who 
again read President Macmahon's letter 
of resignation and articles of the con- 
stitution. Degavardie, a senator, 
auiid shouts of disapprobation asked 
whether Congress accepted the resigna- 
tion of President Macmahon 1 Congres.s 
sot this inquiry aside by voting the 
])rpvious question by a large majority. 
Congress after appointing tellers pro- 
ceeded to vote for President of tho Re- 
public. There were 713 senators and 
deputies present, of whom G70 voted. 
The absoluto majority required wns 
330. M. Jules Grevy, obtained 536 
votes and Gen. Dechausey 99. M. 
Grevy was accordingly declared elect- 
ed and was proclaimed President of 
the Republic for a term of seven years.

Paris, Jan. 30. — A dispatch says, at 
a Cabinet Council on Thursday morn- 
ing the Miuuiters ollered to resign if 
Preddfnt Macmahon thought he could 
come to a 'compromise with the Cham- 
bers. jMacmahon : replied, with -some 
emotion that he ■ deemed ^fsuch a step 
useless.

Sevoro \dnters in Europe. 

What passes in England and Con- 
tinental Europe for a "severe winter" 
would be regarded in tho Northern 
States and Canada as a comparatively 
mild and open season. "Forty-six de- 
grees of frost," ns the London papers 
shiveringly put it when recalling the 
hard winter of I860, lose much of their 
importance when translated into our 
equivalent of "fourteen below zero;" 
and since the invention of the ther- 
mometer it is doubtful if the mercury 
has gone in Englaiul below twenty de- 
grees. Memorably severe winters there 
have been in Europe, not a few of 
which have had their importance as 
well as their interest in history. In 
491 the Black sea is said to have been 
frozen over for twenty days, and be- 
tween October, 703, and February, 
764, such a frost prevailed at Con- 
stantinople that the seas are spoken of 
as frozen for a hundred miles from 
shore. It is certain that two centuries 
before, in 559, Zapergan, King of the 
Huns, crossctl tho Danube on the ice 
and routing the troops of Justinian, 
spread over Thrace to the very walls of 
Constantinople, this being tho first in- 
cursion of the Bulgarians who are next 
week to choose a prince and regain 
their autonomy. In 1622 ice covered 
tho Hellespont In 1294 tho Cattegat 
was frozen over ; in 1323 the Baltic 
was pas.sablo to travellers for si.x weeks; 
again 1402 it was frozen from Pomer- 
ania to Denmark, and twenty-four 
winters later its surface would bear a 
rider from Lubeck to the shore of Prus- 
sia. In 1460 horsemen rode from Den- 
mark to Sweden;' and in 1548 sledges 
drawn by oxen travelled on the sea 
from Rostock to Denmark. In 1658 
Charles X., with his army, horse and 
foot, and his artillery trains and bag- 
gage, crossed the Little Belt from Hol- 
Btein" to Denmark, to lay siege to Cop- 
enhagen. The German chronicles con- 
tain many recoi-ds of severe seasons. 
In 1843 the large fowls of the air 
Bought slieltor in the towns of Ger- 
many; in 14G8, and again in 1G44 wine 
merchants in Flanders cut their wines 
— chanipagno frappe^vdth a vengeance, 
only champagne was 'still a thing cork- 
ed up and wired in the bottle of the 
future — with hatchets and sold them
